Report Shows 


The results of one year's tests for 


venereal diseases among negroes of 
Hope was made public Saturday by 
G. L. Young, executive secretary of 
the Religious Advocate. 


The work has been carried on (it 


thc Ycrgcr and Lewis clinic, East 
Third street. During the past year 
1,146 negroes have been examined for 
venereal diseases. 


Out of that number, 420 positive 


cases were found of which most of 
thc patients ore undergoing treatment. 
Forty-eight of the 420 persons have 
never returned for treatment. 


Unless these -18 persons report to 


Yerger & Lewis clinic at once for 
treatment steps will be taken to force 
them to report—if they don't do so 
voluntarily, Young reported.

examined Wednesday of this week, 
nine of them being affected will) 
venereal diseases. 


Thc city government contributes $25 


per month to the clinic which also 
receives small appropriations, from the 
stale government.

Over 3 Millions Now 


Public Rolls, Says 


Harry Hopkins 


on 


WASHINGTON-(A')—Harry L. Hop- 


kins announced Friday that WPA en- 
rollment had reached the largest size 
in its history—3,038,908 persons. But in 
relation to the volume of unemploy- 
ment throughout the country, he said, 
:he rolls were lower than they were in 
February, 193G, when the previous peak 
of 3,036,000 was recorded. 


An increase of 22,133 in the week 


ended August 20 brought the total up 
to 3,038,908. 


"All the accredited measures of un- 


employment show a higher level for re- 
cent months Ihan at the time of thc 
peak WPA employment in thc first 
quarter of 1936," Hopkins said. He 
would not estimate current unemploy- 
ment. 


Hopkins said work relief rolls de- 


creased from 3,036,000 in February, 1936, 
to 1,448,000 in October, 1937, at which 
time decreasing private employment 
caused a rapid increase in the num- 
ber of individuals requiring aid. 


"Although the rale of increase in un- 


employment has slackened during re- 
cent months," Hopkins said, "large 
numbers of workers who lost their 
jobs during the winter and spring 
months are being forced to seek public 
assistance for thc first time, as their 
savings, unemployment compensation, 
or other personal resources become cx- 
hauscd."

NEW YORK — Thc discouraging 


tiling met by anti-Tammany crusaders 
has always been this: exposure of 
graft and crookedness,has clone little 
good. Tammany hiis been exposed 
again and again, but always a single 
reform administration has been fol- 
lowed by a return to the old ways. 


In 1890, a state legislative commit- 


tee made a complete expose of Tam- 
many misrule: unfair and discrimina- 
tory assessment, padded payrolls, cor- 
rupt police, stolen elections. 


In 1892, Rev. Dr. Charles E. Park- 


hurst launched a VrUianl crusade, artel 
proved after personal investigation 
that in many cases police had close 
connections with vice ami what today 
is called the racket world. 


In 1894 thc state senate appointed 


a committee of six, headed by Clarence 
Lcvow. Its counsel, Jolui W. Goff, 
conducted weeks of hearings which 
made a complete exposure of*how a 
great and corrupt city is run. 


Tammany leaders preyed on police, 


who preyed in turn on all who were 
unable to defend 
themselves. 
The 


storm raised by this exposure resulted 
in election of William L. Strong as 
mayor, supported by a coalition or 
•fusion" of all political elements out- 
side the regular Tammany fold. 


This brief reform administration was 


notable for the fact that its police com- 
missioner, one Theodore Roosevelt, 
founded a long political career in the 
national arena on the record he made 
in thc city reform. 


Beginning Of "Honest Graft" 


By 1898 Tammany was back in the 


saddle. The city drifted quickly back 
into the old ways, and Police Chief 
William S. Devcry "held court" he- 
sicle a fire hydrant and ran things in 
a free and easy manner. 


Tammany's era of "honest 
graft" 


under "Boss" Crokcr was beginning. 
How honest the graft was, may he 
judged from the fact Uiat in 1893 
Crokcr swore he had no personal 
property. A few years later he was 
H millionaire. 


The legislature again empowered in- 


vcsligalnrs. Robert. Mazet was chair- 
man, and he forced from Croker the 
frank admission he was working for 
his own pocket all along. The "hon- 
esty" Of the Croker graft was indicated 
by his ownership of blocks of stocks 
of utilities dependent on Uie city for! 
franchises, and H partnership in a I-CH| 
estate firm which handled much city 
business. When things got too hot, 
Crokcr fled to Ireland, and stayer! 
there so long he lost much of his hold 
on the machine. 


Once again indignant opponents of 


.such 
administration 
were 
able to 


"fuse" their power by electing Sclh 
Low mayor, and in 1902-0.'), "reform" 
was again in full swing. But the ad- 
vent of Charles F. Murphy, greatest 
of modem Tammany leaders, refined 
Ihe era of "honest graft" into a ncwly- 
cflectivc machine.

What gives the American thc willies 


is thc universal habit among Chinese 
of never looking where they arc go- 
ing. 


Chinese motorists, cyclists, rickashas, 


and pedestrians all exhibit the same 
carefree unconcern for the rest of thc 
world streaming by around them. To 
do so would be an admission that, some- 
one else had the right of way. Face 
would be lost 
Never. 


Consider 


Impossible 


the Peiping cyclist. He 


pedals witii the heels and makes a 
graceful weaving motion with his ve- 
hicle to show what an expert rider 
lie is. If a dust storm's on, he natural- 
ly shuts his eyes and carries on un- 
perturbed. If someone runs into him, 
he can always sue. 


A pedestrian is even more noncha- 


lant. He figures that his kind was 
here centuries 
before 
those new- 


fangled motor-cars arrived, and the 
right of way is therefore his. 


Behave Like Chickens 


Thc aged gentleman with umbrella 


and birdcage is naturally to be re- 
spected and accorded room in a land 
where old-age reigns supreme. Any- 
one honking for him to get out of die 
middle of the street (WHAT, walk on 
the sidewalk?

He:sent in-a-dispatch from Peru the other day, and the sub- 
stance of it is worth repeating. 
First, he reported, while Italian and German agents are 


treating the Peruvians-to a whirlwind campaign of sales and 
propaganda combined, the fact remains that the United States 
continues'to outsell both nations by a ludicrously wide margin. 
Its tota.1 commerce with Peru exceeds that of any other na- 
tion; it owns two-thirds of the foreign investments in Peru; 


- without any special propangada or sales effort, it outsold Ger- 


many in'Peru'two to one, last year. 


The American colony in Peru is not in the least worried. 


As one American there told the correspondent: 


""Worried about the black shirts and the brown shirts? Why, 


all -we'Tieed to do-is to keep these boys talking and saluting. 
The Peruvians already realize what their line is. Let them 
tellthe 'Peruvians how wonderful they are. If we keep quiet 
and attend to our own business, the Peruvians will continue to 
speakand think well* of us."

Our first knowledge of viruses began

Among 
the many acute infectious fevers which 
are known t obe caused by viruses, we 
now include smallpox, measles, mumps 
and probably chickenpox. It has also 
been shown that fever sores (or her- 
pes), epidemic influenza,-yellow fever.

prostitutes, petty crooks, and small 
merchants. "Honest graft" was that 
obtained by knowing in advance what 
action was to be taken in regard to real 
estate, franchise, and purchasing deals, 
and rooking the public on Ihe basis 
of that knowledge. 
The 
Murphy 


regime brought out the Hall's only 
great national product—Al Smith. 


In 1912 the Becker-Rosenthal murder 


again pinned underworld ribbons on 
Tammany, and John Purroy Mltchel 
was able lo win Ihe mayor's chair 
on a fusion ticket. But this reform 
was especially 'short-lived, and with 
the eleclion of Hylan in 1917, Tammany 
entered on 1G years of uninterrupted 
control of the city—the longest since 
Tweed. 


Dentil Blow Near? 


When "Boss Murphy" died in 1924, 


the last great Tammany leader was 
gone, and due to a combination of cir- 
cUmslancos, the Hall has' never'been 
the same. Olvany, Curry, no ;later 
leader has been able to provide Ihe 
iron rule such a machine as Tammany 
musl have. 


Al Smith's defeat in 1928, and the 


vain opposition lo Franklin Roose- 
velt's nomination in 1932 did Tam- 
many no good. Already the debonair 
Mayor Jimmy Walker had risen like 
a graceful and spectacular rocket, and 
fallen, a blackened slick. 


Jimmy typified an era. He liked to 


get money wilh a minimum of labor 
and spend il wilh a minimum of 
thinking. He liked to play, and wise- 
cracks passed 
current al par unlil 


Samuel Sea bury came along. Again the 
old stor yof the shakedown of girls of 
the streets, the Tin Box of Sheriff 
lorn Farley, the nauseous thievery and 
corruption, Ihe effrontery and brass. 


Walker, summoned before Governor 


Rooscvell like a naughty boy, re- 
signed after a scathing examination 
and found the climate of France a 
pleasant change. One dying splutter 
was left in the Tammany fireworks- 
election of the ineffective O'Brien as 
mayor in 1932. 


But a year later, Fiorello LaGuardia 


sailed through on a fusion tide, and 
now for five long years Tammany has 
grown weaker, suffering from the mal- 
nutrition of lack of patronage and 
graft, source of all machine-politics 
strength. The present attack of Dis- 
trict Attorney Thomas E. Dowey on 
James J. Mines, Tammany's outstand- 
ing district leader, may prove the 
death blow to a municipal hydra al- 
ready bleeding from 
a 
thousand 
wounds.
